Porchcr, 
Willi Hia EzoeUetioy Qovemor Seymour 
aboard, arrived frOtn New Arobangel, Silica, 
yeaterda/ BrterQoob. The Sparrowhawlc led 
Siika oh Wednasday last, at noon, caMing at 
Fort Rupert on Iho way down. The Ouer 
left New Arohaogel tho day before tho de- 
parture of the Spurrowliawk, Tho Fiileliter 
WHS lying in tho harbor of New Archansol 
awaiting a " rush " from ?an Frauijisoo on 
tho Oriflummo. Mr O'DwyiT unci Mr 
Sbirpscr, of ihjj city, hiwo opcnod ulorcs 
and woro soiling goods briskly. They wei u 
well received by tho Russiari oliioials and 
people. They bad al«o preempted loiHi Thu 
Sparrowhawk rouiaintd iu port four duya. 
Governor Seyniour was well received by tha 
Basaian Govetaori Prince MatBikolT; bat the 
FfincosB. having been delivered of a child 
only a few days before, no pnblio dcmon- 
Btralion took place. The weather at 8ilka 
wiia very pleasant and tho duyH without end. 
Further particulars will ho jjathtrtHl (rorn tho 
loltera wc givu below; On her way tip tlic 
coast the Spiurowlnuvk called at lii'lla IJolIa, 
JNjcllukatlah aad I'ort Siin[i?on, iir.d luiiiiiJ 
evurylliinii fjoiet. Tho Sparrowhawk waa 
Ekilfiilly piloted up and dov\n hy Uapl. 
Cooper, the harbortnastor of the Colony.
